THE SHOKTAGE OF SIKATS. 
Those of us who are in tho habit of 


deploring the high cost of living and 
' of attributing It in large part at least 


to the shortage of the meat supply 
and the consequent advance in pi ice. 
will be interested In certain figures 
which since 
January 1 the 
United 


Itatea Department ot Agriculture has 
lent out. These figures are from re- 
lurns made to the department from 
the cold storage plants of the country 
and are of Interest for the purpose of 
comparing the meats in storage on 
Dec. 1, 1916, and Jan. 1, 1017. Accord- 
Ing to these figures frozen bebf shows 
an increase in the month 
of 
more 


than 34,000,000 pounds. 


Cured beef

ISO,000 pounds. 


Of frozen 
pork, there is a little 


•fcbove 20,000,000 pounds more. 


Dry salt pork shows an increase ot 


ibout 63,000,000 poundb. 


Sweet pickled pork Increased about 


«1,000,000 pounds. 


Frozen lamb and mutton Increased 


100,000 pounds. 


Stocks or lard were about 26,000,- 


000 pounds greater. 


And it is to be noted that for all 


these items except frozen beef and 
frozen pork, fewer firms reported for 
Jan. 1 than for Dec. 1, so that the 
*upplles of those which had not yet 
reported when the totals were made 
up must swell the Increase. 


So that in theso times of high cost 


of living the consumer has a right to 
Inquire -whether tho advance In price 
of meats Is a legitimate one, or wheth- 
er it la forced and artificial, caused by 
B. larger part of tho stock being put 
Into cold storage, presumably In the 
•xpectatlon of still higher prices later. 
Despite all the investigations and the 
occasional court proceedings and or- 
ders and more stringent laws relative 
to the cold storage industry as con- 
serna moat and eggs, the price still 
goes a-soarlng; and the storera do not 
»eetr> In the least concerned as to what 
the government or the public will do 
fcbout It. If these figures are reliable, 
m they doubtless are, there is a wide- 
open door for investigation of cold 
•torage at this present moment.

In Several Instance* In the Life of Our 


Nation, Notably In the Hayes-Tilden 
Presidential Contest, a Single Ballot 
Turned the Scale*. 
There hove been many close elections 


In the I'itlos, counties auJ states 01' this 
great nation, ns well us in the nation 
ut I:ti'£o> Itself. In the lull or tlass the 
Tililcu-llnycs contest was tlio most 
seiisntiounl. In that memorable elec- 
tion the result turned upon the singly 
vote of the tiftooiith member of the 
electoral commission, *.-ho was chosen 
by four judges ot tlie supreme court. 


Our history abounds with iustnuocs 


In •wli!,-h the course of events has turn- 
ed upon single votes, and some of 
them may be conveniently selected 
from the compilatiim made by Speaker 
Clark for one of his Chautauqua lee 
tures. 


General Jackson \vas eleetefl major 


genernl of Tennessee militia by oil" 
iiutjonty. 
Without that one vote he 


could not have fought the battle of 
iS'ew Orleans, and politics would have 
been different for a quarter of a cen 
tury. 


Martin Tan Buren won the presi 


dency through his defeat by one vote 
on the confirmation of his nomination 
as minister to Kn.cland. 


John C. Cnlhoun, as vice president, 


cast the deciding vote which gave to 
Van Buren what Calhoun never got 
for himself, although his claims were 
not Inferior. 


Edward Everett lost the governor- 


ship of Massachusetts by one vote, niul 
that took him out of the list of avail- 
ahles for the presidency. 


Thomas IT. Bcnton was elected to 


the senate by n single vote. 
The loss 


of that one vote not only would have 
cost him his career of thirty years, 
but would have meant the loss to the 
senate of one of; its strongest and most 
famous members in a most trying era. 
One of the great characters of Ameri- 
can history might never have emerged 
from obscurity. 


Henry Clay cast the deciding vote In 


the constitutional convention which 
admitted Kentucky to the Union as a 
Blare state. If Kentucky had entered 
the Union as a free state it is hardly 
doubtful that Missouri 
would 
have 


dona the same, and it Is conceivable 
that there might have been no Mis- 
souri compromise, and perhaps even no 
war between the states. 


The Walker tariff passed the senate 


by a single vote. TaCt lost the vote of j 
Idaho through a tie in the precinct of j 
Boise. 
If one more man had voted for 
. 


Taft Roosevelt would have lost con- 
trol of the state. 
| 


There is nt least one case in which, a j 


single vote was the entire election. At ' 
tlio primaries for the Prohibition nomi- 
nation for judge In Schuyikill county, 
Pa., one vote was cast. There being 
no other candidate or voter, Richard 
H. Koch was unanimously chosen. A 
miss is said to be (is good as a mile, 
and under sonic conditions one vote is 
us good as 11 million.

On the other hand, a majority of 


100,000 may bo worthless, ns wag ac- 
tually the ease in Indiana. At the gen- 
eral election in November, lOOy, a pro- 
posed amendment that "the general as- 
sembly shall by law prescribe what 
qualifications sbnll be necessary for 
admission to practice law to all courts 
of justice" was submitted to the elec- 
tors. 


Nearly 100.000 more votes -were cast 


for the amendment than against it- 
But it did not receive n majority oi 
the votes cast for presidential electors 
and governor. The supreme court held 
that it had not been carried by the con- 
stitutional majority required for the 
ratification of a proposed amendment 
That was a case where an actual ma 
jority at the p°'ls lost in the courts.

These are cases merely of misadven- 


ture in the working of the machinery 
of voting. The cases of malicious falsi- 
fying of popular sentiment are too nu- 
merous to record.—New York Times.

TREES TURNED TO STONE. 


Freaks of Naturs In the Petrified For- 


ests of Arizona. 


The petrified forest of Arizona, really 
i series of petrified forests, lies a short 
distant.c south of Adamana, on the lino 
of tho Santa Fe railway. There aro 
four forests, included in a government 
reservation called Petrified Forest Na- 
tionuf Monument, created by presiden- 
tial proclamation in I'J'M. 


Tho name "forest" Is not strictly ap- 


propriate, for the petrified tree trunks 
era all prostrate and are broken into 
sections. TLe logs are tho remains of 
giant trees that grew In trlassic time, 
tho age of reptiles. 


The trees were of several kinds, but 


most of them were related to tho Nor- 
folk island pine, now used for Indoor 
decoration. Doubtless they grew In a 
nearby region and, after falling, drift- 
ed down a watercourse and lodged m 
Bouie odd;>- or a sand bank. Later they 
were hurled by sand nud clay, finally 
to a depth of several thousand feet- 


Thc conversion to stone was effected 


by gradual replacement of the woody 
material by silica In the form called 
chalcedony, deposited by underground 
water. A sffiad amount of iron osldes 
deposited at the same time has given 
tue brilliant ana beautiful brown, yel- 
low and icd tints which appear tn 
muxjh of tin; material. 


Some of the tree trunks are six feet 


in d'.imctcr and more than 100 feet In 
length. In the first forest there is a 
fine trunk that forms a natural bridge 
over a small ravine, the water having 
first washed away the overlying clay 
and sand and then, following a crevice, 
worked out tho channel underneath. 
Tbe length of this log Is 110 feet and 
the diameter fovir feet nt the butt an;l 
one and a half feet nt the top.—United 
States Geological Survey.

For a Centra! Bureau. 


Prodncors, 
fnrmors' 
organizations 


and consumers' leagues all over the 
country have arranged for a confer- 
once in Xu\v York cily In April to de- 
vise a more direct method of handling 
foodstut's so as to reduue the prolits ol' 
middlemen and in some cases elimi- 
nate them c-iUirely. 


"Under this plan every state would 


have its oftk'cs and its own marketing 
depot in this city," said Commissioner 
Uarlfean of the department of weights 
and measures of Xew York reccutly. 
"The. organizations would co-operate iu 
Kfttins information as to the condition 
of the market and order shipments ac- 
cordingly. 
This would prevent the 


taking 
of 
profits 
by 
speculators 


through artificially feed prices. There 
is nothing in the plan which would 
couOict with the proposal for large 
terminal markets, and the two would 
work well together.
